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NEW ATMOSPHERE 

The Master Plan problem is with us again, but Tuesday night's 
hearing before the city council was a refreshing change after the 
long series of vituperative free-for-alls held last year betore the 
planning commission. 

We had the feeling that the remaining deliberations on the 
plan will be conducted on a level of mutual respect, and we 
believe that even the most violent opponents of the measure left 
the session with a belief that they can expect the full consideration 
of the city council. 

In a way, such a difference in tone could have been expected, 

The planning commission, during its work on the proposal, 
was wholly in the position of the technical adviser, ordered 
to design the best possible plan from the point of view of 
statistics and surveys. 

The planners, after months of work, presented what they be- 
lieved was the best plan, and in effect asked the public, through 
the long series of hearings, if anyone could suggest a better idea. 

[It was natural they should be biased toward their own handi- 
work. They made a few concessions to protest in some areas, but 
on the whole, they were not convinced that their own plan was 
not technically the best. i 

It was not within their province to consider thoroughly mat- 
ters of individual hardship nor the details of how the plan should 
be put into execution, 

On Jan. 5 they delivered their proposals to the council, in| 
effect saying, “We believe this would be the best plan if you can} 
put it into operation.” 


Dissatisfaction Natural 

Tt is natural that dissatisfaction should have been aroused | 
while the planners were thus preparing their report. They had 
to put the burden of proof on their opponents, asking them to kick} 
holes.in their work or suggest something better. 

But now, the planning commission’s report stands before the 
city council for judgment. 
The council must weigh the justice and feasibility of its 
details, and the council can—and we hope will—take a broad 
view of the plan and weigh against it the objections of all. 
We heard the objections Tuesday night. Some of them—and! 
some of the suggested changes in the plan and the zoning ordi- 
nances—seemed sound—IF. 

In most cases, the “if” depends on debated facts and figures. 

We believe that IF the facts and figures in the planning com- 
mission’s report are true and accurate, the master plan is a good 
plan in all its major proposals. We believe it can be the difference | 
between a pleasant and progressive future for all parts of the city 
or a future of gradual decay. 

But if the facts and figures of the master plan report are not 


borne out in fact, then the plan must be adjusted to conform with 


the truth. 
It is up to the council to find out the true facts before a final 
decision is made.

City Recreation 
Program Is 
Being Expanded 


By C. L. LONGSON 


(City Manager, Menio Park) 

With the recent hiring of a wo- 
man assistant to the recreation dir- 
ector, the city has been able to ex- 
pand its after-school playground 
progrem at the schools, supplement- 
ing existing programs and expand- 
ing those at other schools within 
the city. 

The after-school recreation pro- 
gram is conducted jointly by the 
city and the school districts in- 
volved. With the cooperation : of 
these agencies, and with their fa- 
cilities, we have been able to ac- 
commodate twice the number of 
participants we had last year. 

Our program has gone ahead with 
particularly notable speed at Cak 
Knol) and Hillview schools. Tiere, 
multi-purpose rooms have been 
built within the last year; these 
make it possible for us, and the 
Menlo Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict. to accommcdate more groups 
—both youth and adult. 

In the eastern part of the city, 
too, our program has grown. Sup- 
ervised play ic now conducted on: 
Saturdays and school holidays at 
both the Willow and Belle Haven 
school grounds. What new facili- 
ties there mean is indicated by 
the statistics: More than 80 child- 
ren, other than those previously 
participating, now regularly gath- 
er at the school grounds for sup- 
ervised play. 

The extent of our program at the 
schools, in cooperation with the 
school districts, might best be indi- 
cated by the following list of activi- 
ties at each school: 

Encinal school: An advanced folk 
dance class (adult) meets once a 
week at the multi-purpose room: | 
the elementary school basketball 
league uses it Wednesday and Sat- 
urday afternoons and special ev- 
ents and regularly-supervised play- 
ground activities occupy the play- 


ground. 
Central school and auditorium: 
Adult beginners’ square dance 


group uses auditorium once a week. 
There is a regular afterschool play- 
ground program. 

Hillview school and multi-purpose 
recom: Advanced (adult) square 
dance group uses multi-purpose 
room twice a month; the regular 
playground program is also present- 
ed. 

Fremont school: Girls’ dance 
classes at the kindergarten room, at 
various times through the week, in 
acdition to the regular supervised 
play and inter-school leagues. 

Cak Knoll school: Elementary 
besketball league play Wednesday 
afternoons at the multi-use room. 

Belle: Haven end Willow schools: 
Supervised play from 10 a. m. to 12 
noon and from 1 p. m. to 5 p. m. on 
Saturdays. and holidays. 

The regular afternoon playground 
program, and that at Belle Haven 
and Willow schools include such 
things as a crafts class, “girls’ day” 
and “boys’ day” programs, league 
games and supervised group activi- 
ties, as well as individual play. 

The special events at all schools 
include such things as the yo-yo - 
contest. now in progress, kite-fly- 
ing contests and other seasonal 
happenings. 

The move toward provision for 
recreation on the part of cities is 
relatively recent, and Menlo Park, 
we feel, is “keeping up” with the 
average.
